SAFI, Morocco — There has been nothing like it 
hereabouts since the Marx brothers. spent a night at 
Casablanca. Here in Safi, a small port some 200 miles 


southwest of Gibraltar, they have launched Thor Hyerdahl’s 
new boat, which looks even more dangerous than his last one, 
Kon-Tiki. 

Swarms of journalists, mainly from’ Scandinavia, are 
pouring in, cursing the iron Moroccan bus seats and erratic 
communications, and interviewing Yvonne Heyerdahl, an 
indomitable blonde, about her feelings at seeing her famous 
husband off on what could be, as many think, his last voyage. 

The new boat, Ra, which may well become as celebrated 
‘as. Kon-tiki, is intended to carry Heyerdahl and six 
companions from Safi across the Atlantic. It is made of 
papyrus, or reeds, and, looks beautiful, like a pale Roney- 
colored Viking ship of straw, with a cabin aft and a high 
prow and stern, but it also looks desperately unseaworthy, 

It is carefully designed after the style of boat used by the 
ancient Egyptians: The object of Heyerdahl's trip is to find 
out whether it would have been possible for the Egyptians to 
have sailed to the Americas. 


Long, Narrow Wickerwork Basket 


To go in it is like stepping into a long and narrow 
wickerwork basket. Before last weekend, it had never been in 
the sea, yet Heyverdahl is determined to sail it to Central 
America, a voyage that may take from less than three to 
more than four months. 

It seems doubtful whether the enterprise would have -got 
this far but for Heyerdahl's character and record. It is now 
more than 20 Years since he made his voyage, with. six 
companions, across the Pacific on the balsa-wood raft to 
show that Polynesia could “have been populated from South 
America. The book he subsequently wrote, ‘‘The Kon-tiki 
Expedition,’ sold so many copies that, according to a 
Norwegian journalist here, they would, if stacked, reach 
twice the height of Mount Everest. 

There was something about that trip, with the raft 
battering across to Polynesia and the god Kon-Tiki in red on 
the sail, after everyone had assured Heyerdahl that he would 
drown, which made ‘it the most romantic sea voyage of the 
century and put Heyerdahl, for many people, in the same 
eategory as Lindbergh. 

He is now 54 and a grandfather, tall, with blue eyes set 
very close together, a rather prim mouth, and grey hair 
brushed flat towards a bald-patch at the back. He often wears 
spectacles. 

He strides about Safi in blue open-neck shirt and trousers, 
taking a coil of hemp to the boatyard, giving interviews in | 
three languages, worrying about the arrival of equipment, 
plunging into his ideas about the parallels between ancient 
Egyptian and ancient Mexican civilizations, slightly tense; as 
if he had very little time to spare. | 


Not a Chance in a Hurricane | 


Heyerdahl -had wanted to sail by last Thursday, to avoid 
the Caribbean hurricane season (not that the hurrican season 
keeps regular hours), and he now is pressing to get away as 
soon as-possible. Whatever else his papyrus boat may be able 
to stand, no one gives it much chance in-a hurricane. 

After Kon-Tiki, Heyerdahl became famous. He was 
invited to the White House and Buckingham Palace. 
Khrushchev visited the Kon-Tiki museum in Oslo and asked if 
he could accompany Heyerdahl on his next expedition, as a 
cook. A Russian wine was named after Kon-Tiki, and another 
after Heyerdahl himself. 

It is hard to-say what drives Thor Heyerdahl, He is not 
interested in money, and is bad at dealing with the financial 
problems’of a voyage like this. Probably, the cost of this trip 
will run into six figures: His own travel and researches 
during the past two years, the cost of getting the boat built in 
Egypt, transport of the boat to Morocco, the fares and wages 
of the crew. He hopes to get most of this back, at least, from 
book and film rights. He is plainly not interested in being a 
known figure; he shows no trace of vanity. 

Heyerdah! insists that he is not trying to prove anything 
on this vovage—but the voyage has a very precise idea behind 
it, nevertheless. It might be described as part one of the 
investigation of which the Kon-Tiki expedition was part two. 


How Did They Get to Americas? 


With Kon-Tiki, Heyerdahl proved that Polynesia could 
have been populated from Peru 1,500 years ago. Since then, 
this notion — which previously had been regarded as out of 
the question (since no one could sée how men from Peru 
could -have crossed 4,500 miles of ocean) — has become 
generally accepted: But even while he was floating: across the 
Pacific in Kon-Tiki,,to show how men from the Americas 
could have got to Polynesia, he was wondering how they got 
to the Americas 

The problem is this: some 3,000 years ago, advanced and 
comparable civilizations flourished more or less simul- 
taneously both in the eastern Mediterranean, in Egypt, and in 
Mexico. Both built the same kind ‘of stepped pyramid. Both 
buried their royal familes in the pyramids. Both defied their 
royal familes after death. Both worshipped the sun. Both 
allowed royal: brothers and sister to marry. Both had 
hieroglyphic writings. Both had sophisticated calendars. Both 
could carry out operations on the brain 

Conincidence, or not? One school of thought, the 
isolationists, argue that the mind of man was .common to 
both places, which they say is sufficient explanation. Another 
school, the diffusionists, believe that there must have been a 
link 

But how’ could there have been a-—link? How could the 
Egyptians have crossed the Atlantic? Heyerdahl has spent a 
lot of time and energy researching this question, 


Raft Wasn’t Easy to Reproduce 


The ancient Egyptian boats — 
reeds — are easy enough to find out about from paintings. in 
tomrbs, but not so easy to reproduce, Heyerdahi is inclined to 
think that in countries where reeds crew, they were used to 
make all the earliest boats, and‘he has fond this type of 
boat all over the world, from Ethiopia to South America and 
Mexico He has sailed in these boats with local people, and is 
ce ineed of their quality.

USTICE MINISTER TURNER’S 
proposed amendments. to . the 
Official Languages Bill establishing 
the equality of French and English 
are designed to meet objections 
from the western provinces and to 
clarify and ease a. number of other 
clauses in the legislation. Mr. Tur- 
ner has been at pains to avoid bull- 
dozer tactics in putting the bill 
through Parliament; in the first 
place because he was threatened 
with court action to challenge the 
constitutionality of the original 
measure, and secondly because it is 
necessary that so important a piece 
of legislation should have country- 
wide support. 
In the Trudeau government’s 
. eyes and Mr. Turner’s ‘words, the 
bill is “‘essential to national unity”. 
This was the most clearly enun- 
ciated of the very few planks in Mr. 
Trudeau’s election platform, and one 
for which he may rightly claim to 
have received a mandate. As for 
the proposed amendments: Mr. 
Turner says “We're not abandoning 
our constitutional position — we 
think this is a reasonable compro- 
mise”.

Two of the changes are of par- 
ticular importance, dealing with the 
chief objections raised in the West. 
Each provincial government will be 
empowered to decide when bilin- 
gualism in the courts shall become 
effective within its jurisdiction; and 
added assurance has been given 
that the usual criteria of merit shall 
prevail in appointments and promo- 
tions in the federal civil service. 

Premier Bennett was one who 
first pointed out the problem that 
would face British Columbia—and 
other western provinces.as well—if 
judges and lawyers were required 
to conduct trials in French. Under 
the original version of the bill, a 
lawyer could call for proceedings to 
be held in the language of his

the accused or a witness may so 
elect. And. in any event, a province 
must now enact legislation before 
the bill can affect its courts. 


Mr. Turner’s assurance regard- 
ing civil,service appointments may 
meet some of the criticisms that 
have been raised. It was noted that 
bilingualism is perhaps easier to ac- 
quire in eastern Canada than in the 
west, which could place western ap- 
plicants at a disadvantage. But the 
Justice Minister says that personal 
merit will count, as in the past. Still 
not completely clarified is the ques- 
tion of whether merit may come to 
include facility in two languages. 
And it should- be obvious that 
future advancement in many federal 
jobs will require facility with both 
Canadian languages. This apparent- 
ly has not deterred many western 
applicants who in the past few 
months have put in for federal 
government positions,

The languages legislation, how- 
ever, has two main hurdles yet to 
overcome. The provinces have still 
to form their judgment on the ac- 
ceptability of the re-worded bill; 
and, of course, there will be search- 
ing debate in Parliament. 


The approach of the provincial 
premiers and of Parliament should 
be on a high level of understanding 
of what is involved in the whole 
program. Obviously, equality of the 
French and English. languages in 
Canada has-come to be an essential 
factor in our national life. There 
may be temporary delays in imple- 
mentation of this facet or that of 
the legislation, and concessions to 


meet this or that stated objection, 


but the principle of bilingualism is 
no longer a matter of argument—it 
is a fact of Canadianism. Mr. Tur- 
ner’s compromises can only temper 
its application, not its reality. 


A Helping Hand for Education 


ANADIAN MISGIVINGS 
about the limited nature of our 
educational assistance to students of 
less fortunate countries is somewhat 
eased by a reply given in the Com- 
mons the other day by Mr. Mitchell 
’ Sharp, minister of external affairs. 
He had been asked how many for- 
eign students in receipt of either 
allowances or free tuition are in the 
universities of Canada during the 
current academic” year and how 
many Canadians are studying 
abroad under exchange or other 
student plans. 

The minister’s answer seems: re- 
assuring. Students sponsored by 
Canadian “International Develop- 
ment Agency under various assis- 
tance programs number 1,214; there 
are 239 helped by the. Common- 
wealth Scholarship and Fellowship 
Plan, for a total of 1,453.

FROM OTTAWA 


IHE recent report of Maxwell Hen- 

derson, the auditor - general, re- 
vealed a most strange story of the back 
taxes owed by automobile manufacturers 
to the government of 
Canada. It now turns 
out that the story has 
had a happy ending 
— not for the general 
public but for the 
automobile manufac- 
turers. Since January 
1965 .it. has _been 
possible for manufac- 
turers to import 
motor vehicles and 
components free of 
duty when certain conditions are met. If 
they are not met, the tax must be paid. 
According to Mr. Henderson there was 
an amount of $43.6 million owing at 
March 31, 1968. 

Mr. Henderson charged that the 
department had made no attempt to 
collect any portion of these duties or 
even to establish with any degree of 
precision the amounts individually owed! 
by the companies involved. The debt was 
officially described as a “contingent 
receivable” because the department 
considers there is a possibility that the 
amounts may be remitted by the 
governor-in-council under Section 22 of 
the Financial Administration Act. 

The auditor-general also noted that 
the total had since increased to a 
possible $80 million as-a result of a 
subsequent determination that a manu- 
facturer had failed to meet the require-

This is a very large sum of money to 
be owed by manufacturers who, in any 
case, enjoy special privileges not con- 
ceded to other firms or citizens. Mr. 
Henderson suggested that the situation 
had developed to the proportions because 
of unsatisfactory administrative proce- 
dures in the department. It is usual for 
goods to be assessed at the time of entry 
and for rebates to be paid if the required 
conditions are met. But this rule had 
been reversed for the benefit of the 
automotive firms. The department could 
not determine until afterwards which 
imports failed to qualify — which parts, 
for example, bad been diverted for 
replacements — and had then to pursue 
the manufacturers if it hoped to collect. 

Mr. Henderson recommended that,, in 
the interests of the treasury, fhe normal 
rule should apply: “that’ all duties and 
taxes should be collected at the time of 
importation and that benefits or incen- 
tives provided should be made available 
to the manufacturer only when evidence 
is produced that the required conditions 
have been met.” 

This would scarcely qualify _as 
hardship since the companies, have been 
granted a preferred position under the 
automobile agreement. 


Questions Evaded 


In consequence of this recommenda- 


tion two written questions were 
addressed to Jean-Pierre Cote, the 
minister of national- revenue, by Max 


Saltsman, NDP member for Waterloo. 
The ‘first asked simply whether the 
department was considering the adoption 
of Mr. Henderson’s | recommendation. 
The second read: “If not, what 
alternative is the department considering 
regarding improving the procedures in 
administering concessions made to motor 
vehicle manufacturers, in order to 
adequately protect Canadian government 
revenue?” . 

The _replies are masterpieces of 
evasion. To the first inquiry, Mr. Cote 
noted accurately that the auditor-general 
had referred to the matter in earlier 
reports. 

“As a consequence, the matter was 
referred to the department of justice. In 
the opinion of legal authorities, if the 
goods were entered under tariff items 
imposing a duty, there would be no basis 
for permitting re-entry of the 
under the motor vehicles tariff order 
1965 and, consequently, no importer 
would.be able to obtain the advantage 
thereof.’’

He said that: ‘Since the 
inception of the program in January 
1965, the records of most vehicle 
manufacturers have been audited only 
once by the investigation branch. How- 
ever, only about 125 of the 500 parts 
manufacturers_have had their records 
audited by this branch.’’) 

“Failures to meet the requirements of 
the motor vehicles tariff order 1965 are 
reported to government for appropriate 
action” (according to Mr. Henderson’s 
report: “It is a fact that since the 
inception of the motor vehicles tariff 
order 1965 on January 18, 1965, not one 
cent of duty has. yet been collected from 
any company for failure to meet the 
conditions of the order.’’) 


Significant Oversight 


The minister failed to note a point of 
great consequence. Both the department 
and the auditor-general showed remark- 
able prescience in this matter. Mr. 
Henderson, as. his reports shows, sus- 
pected that the department was not 
interested in collecting the taxes 
from the automobile manufacturers. 
department suspected that Mr. Hender- 
son would include some caustic com- 
ments about its treatment of a particular 
group of tax delinquents. 

Mr. Cote accordingly beat the auditor- 
general ‘to the punch. He had the cabinet

slip through order-in-council P.C. 1963-172 
which says in effect that manufacturers 
who did not qualify under the tariff 
order are deemed retroactively to have 
qualified and are therefore to have their 
debts forgiven. This order covers the 
period down to July 31, 1968 and thus 
clears the slate of the larger sum 
mentioned by Mr. Henderson—about $80 
million. 

From this record a number of obvious 
conclusions may be drawn. The govern- 
ment is in no position to sacrifice 
revenues; the 1968-69 deficit, according 
to Finance Minister Benson, was $675 
million. If the sum of $80-million is 
forgiven in an act of generosity to one 
group, it must be extracted from the 
rest of us. (The only alternative is to 
increase the deficit, in which case we 
pay anyhow in higher interest on debt 
and the higher prices of inflation.) 


On to Taxpayers 


So a burden is transferred from the 
failing hands of the automotive manufac- 
turers to the broad backs of the general 
tax-payers. But no reasoned economic 
case for such a transfer is presented for 
the approval of Parliament, which in 
theory controls the purse. It is accomp- 
lished surreptitiously, without explana- 
tion, without debate, without going to the 
elected representatives of the people. It 
is done in the dark by order-in-council. 
And Mr. Cote afterwards maintains the 
pretence that he is* protecting the 
revenues. 

If this can be worked for one 
privileged group, at the expense of the 
general public, why can it not also be 
done for any other group of the 
government’s favorites? 

In. an_earlier article on this page, 
written without knowledge of the order-in- 
council, it was suggested in the light of 
Mr. Henderson's findings that there is 
one tax law for automobile manufac- 
turers and another for ordinary citizens.

Failure 
At Home

REAT powers cannot win a revolu- 

tionary war abroad even if they 
gain control of the local military 
battlefield — unless, at home, they can 
s ummon sufficient 
public support to 
press through vic- 
tory. Clearly Presi- 
dent Nixon had this 
much in mind last 
week. After all, 
France had almost 
wiped out the Alger- 
ian guerrillas and yet 
was forced to con- 
cede defeat because 


French opinion tal Sulzberger 
tered. 
The United States doesn't like to 


compare its involvemeént.in Vietnam with 
that of France in Indochina or Algeria 
but guiding forces in Revolutionary 
Warfare are not bothered by what they 
term subtle distinctions. 

Methods of aggression have long been 
a subject of Communist study. In 1939 
Moscow implied this form by suggesting 
to London and Paris an anti-German 
treaty including a pledge*for mutual aid 
in the event of Nazi “aggression, direct 
or indirect .. . against any European 
state.” 

Since’ then Chinese and Vietnamese 
strategists have. elaborated Revolution- 
ary Warfare whose thrust has two 
prongs. The more important of these 
aims at the home front of the principal 
enemy which, for Vietnam, iis the United 
States. This has been a decisive element 
which the Communists’ 1968 and 1969 
offensives. successfully attacked. 


Lesson to French 


The French army, although clobbered 
in Vietnam, learned much from its 
defeat and produced the best Western 
analyses of Revolutionary Warfare. Col. 
Roger -Trinquier calls it ‘modern 
warfare’ and says.: 

“The allegiance of the civilian popula- 
tion becomes one of the most vital 
objectives of the whole struggle. Military 
tactics and hardware are all well and 
good, but they are really quite useless if 
one has lost the confidence of the 
population.” Nevertheless, Trinquier 
couldn’t imagine the degree -ef lost 
confidence back home in France or in 
the U.S. today where youngsters chant: 
“Ho, Ho, Ho Chi Minh, only the NLF can 
win,” 

Trinquier saw Revolutionary Warfare 
as “‘an inter-locking system of actions — 
political, economic, psychological, mili- 
tary — that aims at the overthrow of the 
established authority in a country and its 
replacement by another regime . 
Military operations . are never the 
total conflict . . . The goal of modern 
warfare is control of the populace, and 
terrorism is a particularly’ appropriate 
Wweapon.”’ 

In Vietnam the U.S. slowly came to 
realize this and created counter-terrorist 
formations to upset the Communists’ 
“parallel hierarchies,” a secret govern- 
ment with extensive underground 
branches. Such is the function of Phoenix 
Intelligence, assisted by provincial 
reconnaissance units, trying to uproot 
the long-established Viet Cong ‘‘infra- 
structure” in towns and villages. 


Late in Appreciation 


But Washington was late in properly 
appreciating the techniques of Revolu- 
tionary Warfare — if, indeed, it ever 
succeeded in doing so. Impressed by 
statistical. quantification of American 
power, it consistently under-estimated 
the strength of the enemy while over- 
estimating U.S. strength. Nationa] will 
power is hard to measure on any 
yardstick of overkill or cost effective- 
ness. 

As Trinquier had already pointed out 
before U.S. bombing of the North began, 
“Aerial attacks do not permit. the 
realization of desired objectives They 
accord our-enemies complete freedom to 
present the facts in the manner most 
favorable to them-— the number of 
civilian victims are considerably exag- 
gerated and the military results mini- 
mifed.” 

French military intellectuals realized 
the factor of national opinion was 
important, but they did not_realize how 
important. This basic error led to the 
O.A.S, officers’ ‘ rebellion as Algeria 
collapsed. Trinquier insisted: “Our war 
aims must be clearly known to the 
people. They will have to be convinced.’’ 
However, he was. thinking of the 
Vietnamese or Algerians, not the French. 


Paradox 


The lesson was also learned too hte 
in the United States. Washington indeed 
recognized the need to change South 
Vietnam’s administrative structure, Wé 
presented ourselves with the paradoxical 
problem of trying to rely upon a status 
quo social system, against the will of the 
masses, while revolutionizing it from 
within, against the wills of its own power 
elite. 4) 

Yet the White: House obviously. failed 
to make our war aims “clearly known" 
to the American people. Fifteen years 
ago the Pentagon ruled Southeast Asia 
was an area of -“critical’’ importance to 
U.S. ‘national interests but the reason 
was never convincingly explained. This 
has been the fatal weakness im our 
prosecution of a new method of conflict 
whose ramifications. we were. slow in 
comprehending. President Nixon is 
plainly trying to remedy this but the

He May Be Unique 
But Not a Triumph

“What is in the wiring of the human animal got there by 
the same route as it got into any other animal,” Fox said,

Fox was.one of several scientists who spoke last week at 
a three-day Smithsonian symposium on “Man and Beast: 


Comparative Social Behavior.” 


. Differences beween ourselves and other primates, 
for example, do not stem from the fact that we have in some 
way overcome our primate natures, but stem from the fact 
that we are a different kind of primate, with a different kind

“At the level of forms and processes, we behave 
culturally because it is in our nature to behave culturally, 
because mutation and natural selection’ have produced this 
animal which has to behave culturally, has.to invent rules, 
make myths, speak languages and form men’s clubs, in the 
same way as the Hamadryas baboon has to form harems, 
adopt infants and bite its wives on the neck.” 

“We are the cultural. animal, all right,” said Fox, “but 
both terms should not be given equal weight, and one does 


of nature," he said. 


not contradict the other . 
represent a_ triumph 


. . let me say that culture does not 
over nature, 


for such a thing is 


impossible. It represents an end product of a natural process; 
it is both the producer and product of our human nature, and 
in behaving culturally, we are behaving naturally.’’ 

But man’s biological nature is flexible, and has the ability 


to adapt, Fox said. 


“But, and here is the genius bit, these (man’s) habits can 
be changed within a generation. One does not have to wait for 


for tthe long process of natural 
selection to operate before 
these quasi-instinctual be- 
haviors can be modified, They 
can be modified very rapidly 
to meet changing circum- 
stances, Thus one has all the 
benefits of instinctual behavior 
without its costs—over a period 
of time, that is.” 

Fox said his anthropology 
“sees the human actor as a 
bundle of potentialities, rather 
than a tabula rasa (blank 
slate}; potentialities for action, 
for instinct, for learning, for 
the development of unconscious 
habits, 

“These potentials or predis- 
positions or biases are the end 
product of a process of natural 
selection peculiar to our 
species, 

“Hence, ft is searcely sur- 
prising that we continually re- 
produce that which produced 
us. We were selected to do pre- 
cisely this . : , it is not only the 
capacity for culture that lies in 
the brain, it is the forms of 
culture, the universal gram- 
mar of language and be- 
havior... ° 

The resemblance between 
man and no-human primates 
are “many and subtle,” Fox 
noted, both in their behavior 
and social systems, But man is 
by nature a political animal, 
he said. 

“Ants can have societies, but 
ants cannot have politics. 
Politics, only occur when mem- 
bers can change places in a 
hierachy as a result of 
competition, So man is more 
than social, he is political, and 
he is political because he is 
that kind of primate—terres- 
tial and gregarious.’’”

Are We Swinging Toward Baboons? 


It’s not scientific to say that 
man’s aggressive, territorial 
behavior is innate, inherited 
from his primitive ancestors, 
scientists have agreed. 

“There are probably more 
than three million species of 
animals living on ‘the earth 
today,” said Dr. Edward Q. 
Wilson, professor of zoology at 
Harvard University. “Our 
knowledge of the occurrence 
of competitive and aggressive 
behavior among them is ex- 
tremely meagre.”” 

Wilson's analysis of insect 
and animal behavior suggests 
that the problem of tdetér- 
mining what drives are innate 
in man is far more complex 
than is suggested in recent 
theories set forth describing 
man as an innately aggressive 
and territorial being. 


Wilson finds that “pacificism 
is the rule among animal spe- 
cies” and that even when ag- 
gression occurs “as a genetic- 
ally-determined trait,”’ it oc- 
curs under extreme conditions. 

He _was_one of the several 
speakers last week at the 
Smithsonian Institution’s three- 
day “Symposium on Man and 
Beast: Comparative Social 
Behavior."”” 

Wilson ‘told the audience of 
about 300 scientists, scholars, 
administrators and Smith-

sonian staff that “it seems 
inevitable that man makes 
himself genetically as he goes 
along. 

“If aggressive beha vior 
under stress has a genetic 
basis, it is likely to be due 
less to pleistocene genetic 
inertia than to the fact that 
such behavior has continued 
to be adaptive into modern 
times.” 


“Competition is widespread 
but not universal in animal 
species ... among. the 
species that engage in com- 
petition, aggression is less 
common in the vertebrates 
than in the invertebrates. A 
small minority of invertebrate 
species employ killing and even 
cannibalism as normal com- 
petitive techniques, but the 
occurrance of such behavior is 
extremely rare in vertebrates 
-.. the idea that man’s 
inimediate ancestors were 
territorial and very aggres- 
sive may be’ true, but the 
evidence from comparative 
studies of primate sociology is 
wholly inconclusive on this 
point and ecological correla- 
tion can no longer be invoked 
with any degree of confidence 


to argue the matter either 
way.” 

An aggressive trait in man 
“cannot be assumed to be due 
toa... genetic residue left 
over from prehistoric times,” 
Wilson said. “It is more 
plausibly viewed as a trait 
that has been adaptive within 
the past few hundreds or, at 
most, thousands of years.” 

Dr. Hans Kummer, of 
Tulane University, told the 
group that aggression and 
territoriality ‘“‘are not en- 
grained, pervading attributes 
of the primate order . .. they 
seem to be common primate 
potentials, which appear and 
disappear relatively fast in 
evolution. 


“Man's closest relatives, the 
great apes, are unaggressive. 
They do not defend territories, 
and their groups are open to 
strangers. Man has, ‘in a 
relatively short period, swung 
toward the opposite, 
approaching the style of 
macaques and baboons.” 

Famed anthro pologist 
Margaret Mead; commenting 
briefly at the symposium, 
criticized theories that place 
man- at the mercy of innate

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Animal With Many Options 


He Can Control His Aggression 
Just as Wolf Has Learned: to Do 


When it comes to living 
together peacefully, men and 
women could learn a lot from 
wolves, according to Dr. 
Michael W. Fox, a psycholo- 
gist at Washington University 
in St. Louis, Mo. 

“In spite of programs to 
annihilate this animal,” Dr. 
Fox says, “the wolf still 
survives: a species that has 
evolved and attained a degree 
of social stability from which 
we have much to leam — 
before we ammnihilate our- 
selves.” 

Fox, who also is associate 
director of the St. Louis zoo, 
has been conducting extensive 
studies on wolf behavior in an 
effort to learn more about 
people. 

He says an important 
aspect of wolves’ behavior’ is 
their ability to control aggres- 
sion among themselves. They 
have a biologically inherited 
ritual for this, which has been 
developed through social 
interactions — “‘just as smil- 
ing has been in man,” Fox 
points out. 


Rituals Omitted 


Man also has rituals, . but 
they are not all genetically 
inherited. Some are culturally 
acquired: However, man’s rit- 
uals may mimic the in- 
herited rituals of animals. For 
example, a man shaking his 
fist or brandishing a sword 
can be compared to a fiddler 
crab waving its claws. 

Dr. Fox thinks that at one 
time man controlled his ag- 
gression just as the wolf. He 
feels the problem of human 
aggression has mushroomed 
because man’s technological 
evolution has outstripped his 
biological evolution. 

“Man hasn’t developed suf- 
ficient ritual for sustained 
social ‘interaction, expecially 
at the international level,” 
according to Dr. Fox. In the 
Middle Ages man did. have 
cultural rituals or_controls in 
relation to his society. He 
cites dueling with its intricate 
rules as ‘one* bygone safety 


valve for aggression.

one time, but in this age of 
push-button war in which the 
enemy is hardly seen com- 
munication and ritual break 
down,” Dr. Fox points out. 

Fox recently served as 
science advisor for a project 
in which six wolves were 
introduced to each other for 
the first time when they were 
released into a  four-acre 
enclosure. 


Crawl Toward Male 


The six animals, including 
four 10-month-old pups, a 2- 
year-old female, and a 2-year- 
old male, immediately--acted 
out a ritual of aggression. 
They organized their own 
rank and file in a more 
orderly fashion than is often 
seen in human social activity. 

Whining obsequiously, the 
female and the pups crawled 
toward the male on their 
béllies, with ears flattened 
and tails lowered, avoiding 
eye contact and. sometimes 
raising their paws: 

The male made no initial 
effort to establish his domi- 
nance. He was even slightly 
defensive when. first ap- 
proached by the others. Their 
submissive behavior, however, 
evoked a change in him, and 
he soon began to act ina way 
befitting his higher status. 

He held his head and body 
high, with erect tail and ears. 
Raised hackles emphasized 
his stately posture. He formed 
his mouth in a_half-closed, 
puckered. expression, quite 
different from the other 
wolves whose lips were drawn 
tightly back. The latter often 
tried to lick their leader's 
face. 

“The wolves realized they 
needed a leader and seemed 
to elect one,’” Dr. Fox notes. 

As his assurance developed, 
the dominant wolf began to 
act aggressively by seizing 
the muzzle of each of the 
younger wolves_and pinning it 
to the ground. This was done 
without inflicting injury, 
which is an important aspect 


of wolves” ability to control 
aggression among themselves, 

The day after the two-year- 
old male established domi- 
nance,- a new aspect of 
behavior emerged. Gestures 
of submission and aggression 
continued, but the wolves now 


acted as a group. A pack had | 


formed. 

But it was more compli- 
cated than a simple leader- 
follower relationship. All were 
submissive to the older male, 
but the pups also were 
submissive to the older fe 
male and there was a refine- 
ment of rank among them- 
selves.

Prevents Fighting 


Dr. Fox says use and 
recognition of appeasement 
and submissive gestures pre- 
vents actual fighting and 
severe injury among wolves. 
In this way, special stability fs 
maintained. 

There ‘are close parallels, 
Dr. Fox points out, between 
the social organization of the 
wolf pack and that of primi- 


tive human tribes. Both have 


a dominance order, a recog- 
nized .-leader__and__ various 
rituals.

in human societies the clan or 


tribal leader at one time “ 


established his supremacy by 
displays of dominance,’ not 
unlike the dominant wolf 
pinning the subordinates to 
the ground,’ Dr. Fox says.

Neighborhood | 
Hospital 
Teams Seen 


By KEN KELLY 
OTTAWA (CP) — Hospitals of| 
the future will be pretty go-go | 
affairs. They’ll be -as deeply in- 
yolved in the neighborhood as 4 
corner grocery store and as mo- 
bile as the library bookmobile. 

That is-Health Minister John 
Munro's picture and he framed 
it Wednesday with a warning to 
“existing institutions which may 
resist change: 

“Let me state plainly that it 
fs my feeling that if the hospi- 
tals and other health facilities 
in this country will not get to- 
gether to co-ordinate their serv- 
ices-and divide their specialized 
functions, then my provincial 
colleagues and I will have to 
give serious thought to the se-| 
lective use of government funds 
to foster this goal ourselves.” 


Mr, Munro portrayed store- 
front clinics and mobile units 
cruising on case-finding mis- 
sions as part of a broader, more 
integrated hospital and health- 
care system of the future. 

For a start, he suggested, 
they had better take care of the 
poor and disadvantaged who 
have substandard hospital care 
before building bigger and bet- 
ter institutions for the ‘haves’ of 
society. 


FORESEES VARIED CARE 


Hospitals will mean more 
than active treatment care in a 
bed.. They will mean rehabilita- 
tion units,- convalescent care, 
health counselling by mobile 
clinic, psychiatric consultation 
and emergency services and 
even eomprehensive menta 1 
health services. 

Mr. Munro’s suggestion to the 
annual meeting of the Canadian 
Hospital Association that gov- 
ernments may flex their finan- 
cial muscles to get hospitals on 
the road to integration was 
treated pretty gingerly by hospi- 
tal administrators already wor- 
ried about money. 

R. Alan Hay, association pres- 
ident, had just forecast lower 
quantity and quality of hospital 
care if the hospitals continue to 
receive a shrinking: share of 
provincial revenues. 

But he told a press conference 
after Mr. Munro's: address that 
the minister’s statements would 
cause hospitals at least to inves- 
tigate ways of doing a better 
job. 

He also said there probably is 
gome reason to believe the feder- 
al government now is having 
second thoughts about with- 
drawing. eventually from__pro- 
grams like hospital and medical 
care insurance for which Ot- 
tawa contributes a percentage 
of the cost of provincial pro- 
grams. 

The message had got through 
that replacement of this fixed 
percentage for hospital or medi- 
cal care would make it harder 
for provincial health ministers 
to get a share of the revenues 
from the expanded tax room 
being offered the provinces by 
the federal government. 


FEARS BAD RESULTS 


The realization may have 
come home to the federal. gov- 
ernment as well that making it 
harder for the hospitals to get 
needed funds from the~ prov- 
inces' would result in lower 
standards of care in another 
three or four years. 

Stanley Martin, chairman and 
general manager of the Ontario 
Hospital Services Commission, 
said he reads Mr. Munro's 
warnihg as an indication that 
“a pretty heavy hand will be 
imposed on them (the hospitals) 
from the outside” if they do not 
move voluntarily in the direc- 
tion of integration of services 
and.division of responsibilities. 

Mr. Munro had said some pro- 
gress was being made in this di- 
rection .in Saskatchewan, New 
Brunswick-and Ontario. 

Mr. Martin éstimated that it 
would take four or five years 
before there is widespread inte- 
gration of health services 
through regional and area plan- 
ning councils in Ontario. 

He said he thinks Mr. Munro 
expects the current “task 
forces” of medical and hospital 
care costs and services will pro- 
duce a guide or pattern for, inte- 
gration that can be discussed 
with the provincial govern- 
ments,

To Build Jig-Saw Wall 


When you see an imagina- 
tive use of odds and ends, 
such as this stunning wall, by 
decorators Hamilton-Howe, it 
makes one vow never to 
discard any item, no matter 
how useless it seems. The 
trouble with this theory is 
that you can fill your garage, 
attic or basement with junk, 
and never get around to 
putting it to work. 

However, every building or 
remodelling leaves pieces of 
lumber, and after those which 
promise future shelving, 
storage or builtins are sal- 
vaged the remaining culls 
usually are consigned to a 
fire. But here, those scraps, 
regardless of size, shapes or 
texture, cover a den wall. 
Their very _ irregularity 
creates design. 

Assembling the wall is like 
putting together a gigantic jig- 
Saw puzzle, except that. the 


pattern is not worked out in 
advance, and the pieces can 
be cut to fit. There is a 
certain amount of balance in 
that the types of wood should 
be varied. In other words, 
narrow pieces, two and three 
inches thick, are interspersed 
with broad boards, one inch 
thick and six to ten inches 
wide.

Waterfalls Easy to Build 


By HILDA BEASTALL 

Warm weather brings a plethora of things 

to write about, including water. We have only

ALMOST TRICKED 


It was customary for out- 
standing . political leaders to 
receive knighthoods until 1919. 
Queen Victoria almost tricked 
Wilfrid Laurier into accepting 
a knighthood when he went to 
Britain in 1897 to attend her 
Diamond Jubilee celebrations. 
When he took his place at a 
dinner ‘ for overseas prime 
ministers, she had written on 
his place card “Right Honor- 
able Sir Wilfrid Laurier.””

Why is there no air . 
on the moon? 


Air,as we know, is made of 
filmy gases and gases are made 
of tiny, tiny particles. We can 
see puffs of steam and certain 
fumes. But most of the air 
around is invisible. Maybe. the 
moon does bave a few puffs of 
steamy fumes. any case, we 
shall have to wait for that 
Great Day in July when the 
first man lands on the moon to 
see for himself. 


In a few weeks, if all goes 
well, we may learn whether the 
moon has a few steamy plumes 
of steamy gases. But our 
experts already know for sure 
that the moon does not have our 
kind of breathable air. Our 
atmosphere is a thick, cloudy 
blanket of airy gases wrapped 
around the entire globe. The 
naked old moon has nothing -to 
compare with it. And every 
curious young space-ager won- 
ders why. The answere is not 
easy to understand because you 
have to know something about 
gases and why they act as they 
do. 

Atoms and molecules are too 
small for the human eye to see. 
Those that make up gases are 
separate and far apart. If they 
were baseballs, you would have 
to run between them until you 
were out of breath. However, 
during -the frolic you ‘would 
most likely get bashed from ali 
sides. This because gas mole- 
cules dash around at fantastic 
speeds. What’s more, they come 
trom all directions. They are 
always colliding with each 
other. Experts figure they must 
have millions of traffic colli- 
sions every seconds. 

That sounds impossible. But 
remember, we are thinking of a 
strange invisible realm of 
minuscule particles, brimful of 


pép. They get their energy from}, 


heat. The warmer they get, the 
faster they go. And speed is 
related to the gravity that bugs 
us to the surface of the earth. 
Speed pulls against gravity in a 
tug-of-war. A speeding ball pulls 
away from gravity as it rises 
aloft. As it slows down, it loses 
energy and the force of gravity 
tugs it down to the ground. If a 
flying ball could zoom at seven 
miles per second, it would win 
the tug-of-war. At this speed of 
about 25,000 miles per hour, a 
plane or any other object has 
enough energy to escape into 
the vast reaches of space. 


Gravity Worker: 


Think of. those airy gas 
molecules. In our atmosphere, 
few of them ever get up enough 
speed to-escape the earth's 
mighty pull. But things are 
different on the moon. Its 
gravity is only one sixth as 
strong es the earth’s. A speed 
of only 5,400 miles per hour is 
needed to win free from the 
moon's weaker gravity. And 
scorching sunshine on the moon 
gets hotter than any earth day. 
There is enough heat energy for 
gas molecules on the moon to 
get up enough speed to escape: 
Sc if the moon ever did have an 
atmosphere, it would soon be 
lost like steam from a boiling 
kettle. Its speeding gas -mole- 
cules would break free from the 
moon’s weaker gravity and 
leave home. 

Scientists have figured this 
tug-of-war down to the last de- 
tail. The speed needed to win 
against gravity is called escape 
velocity. And it depends upon 
the quota of gravity. Giant 
Jupiter is far more massive 
than the earth, so its gravity 
quota is bigger. A velocity of 33 
miles per second is meeded to 
escape its mighty pull. Mars is 
less massive, which means less 
gravity. Its escape’ velocity is 
3.2_tmiles per: second. At this 
speed, @ puff of smoke, a flying 
ball or a plane can-break free.

There have been times of 
crustal unrest -when massive 
layers of rock were shifted and 
their minerals changed into 
different rocks. But miost rock- 
making has gone on at a fairly 
steady pace since time began. It 
is still going on. This year our 
flooded rivers swept away 
countless tons of silty soil, Its 
mineral particles were re- 
arranged and dropped in river

TORONTO (CP) — A Toronto 
doctor who recently. spent two 
weeks working among Indians 
of northwestern Ontario says he 
has ‘never seen people so re- 
ceptive and so grateful for any- 
thing I did.” 

Dr. Alan Noble,.an anesthe- 
tist, is one of a group of Toronto 
doctors taking part in a pro- 
gram to bring the services of 
medical specialists to a widely- 
scattered Indian population liv-

Last month, Dr. Noble worked 
for two weeks at the 70-bed hos- 
pital at Sioux Lookout, on the 

"NR mainline, 180 miles north- 
west of the Lakehead. 

The federal government hos- 
pital serves 8,000 Indians along 
the rail line north to Hudson 
Bay and from the Manitoba bor- 
der 450 miles east to Hearst, 
Ont. 

Dr. Noble said in an interview 
Wednesday that what the In- 
dians lack most in medical care 
are the services of specialists. 

To provide specialists, mem- 
bers of the faculty of medicine 
at the University of Toronto an- 
nounced in February they would 
try to introduce a program| 
whereby specialists could volun- 
teer for brief tours of- duty. 
Costs are to be borne largely by 
the federal government.

SAFI,-Morocco — There has been nothing like it 
hereabouts since the Marx brothers spent a night at 
Casablanca. Here in Safi, a small-port some 200 miles 
southwest of Gibraltar, they have launched Thor Hyerdahl’s 
new boat, which looks even more dangerous than his last one, 
Kon-Tiki. 

Swarms of journalists, mainly from Scandinavia, are 
pouring in, cursing the iron Moroccan bus seats and erratic 
communications, and interviewing Yvonne Heyerdahl, an 
indomitable blonde, about her feelings at seeing her famous 
husband off on what could be, as many think, his last voyage. 

The new boat, Ra, which may well become as celebrated 
as. Kon-tiki, is intended to carry. Heyerdahl and six 
‘\ companions from Safi across. the Atlantic. It is made of 
papyrus, or reeds, and looks beautiful, like a pale honey- 

colored Viking ship of straw, with @ cabin aft and a high 
prow and stern, but it also looks desperately unseaworthy,. 

It is carefully designed after the style of boat used by the 
ancient Egyptians: The object of Heyerdahl's trip is to find 
out whether it would have been possible for the Egyptians to
